UNIVERSITY APEROPRIATIONS. 


—— 


Men the Government ks Suppert- 
ing the inestitetion, and the As- 
sistaece Which Senater er- 
art Mas Mendcreé it. 

The State University has a most 
earnest friend in the person of Senator 
Stewart. He has been a constant and 
energetic worker im its behal’. He 
was the author of the law ander which 
the University is now ap ably gov- 
erned, and its passage was to a great 
extent due to bis strong advocacy. 
He was most stren@ous in urging the 
establishment of the dormitory, which 
perhaps would not have been provided 
for but for his support And so, too, 
he has been very liberal in furnishing 
seeds, shrubs and plants to the Uni- 
versity for experimental work and 
ornamentation, and in contributing val- 
* tee 8 

When he took his seat in the Senate 
in 1887, Me University was ambitious 
to obtain the services of a U. 8. Army 
officer to give instructions in military 


tactics. The then existing law pro- 
vided for the detailment of only forty 
such officers, and they were appor- 
tioned according to a certain ratio of 
population, which was so high as to 
bar out Nevada. Senator Stewart se- 
cured an amendment to the law pro- 
viding that at least one army oflicer 
should be detailed to each State having 
an agricultural college. This addition 


to the faculty has greatly enhanced 


the value of the Nevada institution. 
He was to a large degree instrumeutal 
in n the passage of the Hatch 
bill in the 50th Congress appropriating 
$15,008 for each Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station, and so also in obtaining 
the two similar sucveeding appropria- 
tions which have been made. 

His latest action in aid of the Uni- 
versity was the valuable assistance lie 
rendered in the passage of the act of 
Congress of August 30, 1890, which 
provides that there shall be appro- 
priated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
Arising from the sales of public lands, 
to be paid to each State and Territory 
for the more complete endowment and 
maintenance of coileges for the benefit 
of agriculture and the mechanic arts 
now established, or which may be 
hereafter established, in accordance 
with an act of Congress approved July 
second,eighteen hundred and sixty-two, 
the sum of fifteen thousand dollars for 
the year ending June thirtieth, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety, and an an- 
nual increase of the amount of such 
appropriation thereafter for ten years 
by an additional sum of one thousand 
dollars over the precedifg year, and 
the annual amount to be paid there- 
after to each State and Territory shal! 
be twenty-five thousand dollars to be 
applied only to instruction in agricul- 
ture, the mechanic arts, the English 
janguage and the various branches of 

1athematical, physical, natural and 
economic science, with special refer- 
er e to their applications in the indus- 
tries of life, and to the facilities for 
such instruction. 

In answer to an inquiry from Mr. 
Isaac Frohman, the State Land Agent, 
as to whether this last appropriation 
is to be in addition to the annual ap- 
propriations of $15,000 inaugurated by 
the Hatch bill, Senator Stewart writes: 

The bill making the annual appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the Experiment 
Station became a law on the 14th of 
July last. This appropriation. was 
provided for by previous legislation, 
and is permanent. It will be made as 
a matter of course every year. We 
have secured additional legislation for 
the benefit of the Agricultaral Colleges 
that will be of immense advantage to 
our University. The bill became a 
law on the 30th of August. It appro- 
priates $15,000 the first year, and in- 
creases the appropriation each year 
for ten years $1,000, until the annual 
appropriation amounts to $25,000. 

hereafter $26,000 will be the annual 
appropriation for the benefit of an 
Agricultural College in each State. I 
inclose you a copy of the law. 

“These appropriations will very 
materially aid the University. I have 
taken an interest in them, and aided 
all 1 could in the of these 
laws. The first year we will have for 
the Experiment Station of the Agri- 
cultural College $30,000. That will 
be increased from year to year until it 
reaches the sum of $40,000—a very 
important item for the University. 

The listing of the lands which you 
have secured will largely increase the 
school fund, so that I see no difficulty 
in sustaining the University on a basis 
which will make it of immense value

The Acomas and They the 
Ged of the 12 
Like the people of all the other New 
Mexican Pueblo tribes, the Acomas 
have their annual festivals, the origin 


writes Clarence Pullen in Harper's 
Weekly, put all the Christian veneer- 
ing possible over the essential heathen- 
ism of the ceremonials, and under their 


* influence these celebrations occur usual- 


ly on or near some saint's day. Conspic- 
uous among these zubllations is the har. 
vest festival, when, with games and 
dances, the people rejoice over the ripen- 
ing of the fruits of the earth. After the 
performance of secret rites within the 
estufas, to which ceremonies no one 
not a member of the tribe is admitted, 
the maskers, musicians and others, all 
decorated in paint, ribbons and brass 
ornaments, stream forth into the open 
the village, where, with 
the peculiar stamping step attending all 
Indian performances of the kind, are 
continued the processions and dances, to 
the music of rude fifes, drums and gong- 
beating. In some of their dances the 
performers are attired in complete suits 
of backskin, adorned with fringes, but- 
tons, beads, feathers and ribbons, com- 
pletb) y covering the face and head, sur- 
mounted with hogns, and having only 
small slits for sight and breathing. 

The Pueblos, a provident folk whe be- 
lieve in intrenching themselves with all 
the supernatural powers, do not neglect 
on these occasions to visit the church 
to pay due obeisance to the Christian 
God and lesser divinities. The church, 
a fine old structure of adobe, was re- 
built in 1702, after it had been dis- 
mantled in the Indian revolt of 1680. 
Itisa massive edifice one bundred and 
fifty feet long, forty feet wide and forty 
feet high, with walls seven feet thick, 
standigg, fronted by an extensive and 
ancient burial ground, on the southern 
brink of the mesa. The sand for this 
cemetery was brought up from the foot 
of,the bluff and placed in a depression 
at this point—an operation which, ac- 
cording to priestly tradition, occupied 
forty years. The huge buttresses, one 
at each front corner of the church, are 
capped above the Poof by rude belfries 
in which swing two bells, which Indian 
tradition asserts to be the gift of the 
Queen of Spain at some period in the 
eighteenth century. One of these bells 
bears the inscription: San Pedro, A. 
D. 1710.“ It is a wonder how these 
heavy bells and the great pine beams, 
forty feet long and of proportionate 
thickness, that cross the body of the 
church, were ever brought to the top of 
the mesa. 

Adjoining the church are the ruins of 
the old Franciscan mission of San 
Estevan de Acoma, established, says 
the eminent archwologist and historian 
Prof. Ad. H. Baudelter, by Fray 
Juan Ramirez not long after the year 
1628, he naming the place after St 
Sebastian on account of its rocky sides 
and the large number of pebbles ac- 
cumulated on and about it. 
Ramirez returned to Mexico, and died 
there in 1664. His successor was Fray 
Lucas Maldonado, from Tribujona, 
Mexico, also a Franciscan. In fact, up 

the uprising of the Indians,of New 

loxico under Pope and Catito in 1650, 
the Franciscan order controlled all the 
missions among the Pueblos. On Au- 
gust 10, 1680, twenty-one Franciscan 
friars were murdered in various parts of 
New. Mexico, and among them Fray 
Maldonado, of Acoma. After the recon- 
quest of the province, twelve years 
later, by the Spaniards under Diego de 
Vargas, there were for several years 
occasional disturbances and bloodshed. 
But by the beginning of the eightcenth 
century .the provinee had become 
tranquillized, and the Pueblo Indians 
and the Spaniards had adjusted their 
requirements so as to get along together 
without a great amount of friction. 

Itisa strange and picturesque sight 
when within the thick walls of the old 
church, dimly lighted by deep windows 
like port-holes, in which shects of mica, 
or yeso (transparent gypsum) serve for 
glass, the Indians, in the same fashion 
of dress which their ancestors wore 
when they built fires to the sun in 
ancient days—some wrapped in Navajo 
blankets, with broad black and white 
stripes, and red diamond figures in the 
center—pass to and from the altar, with 
its bright but impressive decorations. 
The church interior is decorated with 
two valuable pictures, the Virgin and 
Child,” and the “St. Joseph,” which 


hundred years ago. The ceiling is rude- 
ly fr@scoed in representation of the sun, 
moon and stars, the work, in the begin- 
ning of the present century, of an artist 
priest, whose name is somewhere in- 
scribed beneath the dust that for gener- 
ations has been settling upon this labor 
of love and aevotion. 


Origin of Bird Song. 

The origin of bird. song is described 
by an English writer as follows: “Bird 
song originated in a cry produced by 
hodily contortion. Thiscry was devel- 
oped by use in times of danger. It then 
became a warning-note that was elabor- 
ated into a call-note. This note was re- 

ated by males in varied tenc and 
pitch, and several iefluences tended to 
make ita reproduction of surrounding 
persistent sounds. The call-notes were 
repeated by the males to the females, 
and in this manner arbitrary phrases 
were constructed. Further efforts on 
the part of the males induced greater 
variety, which took the form of imita- 
tion of other sounds.”

THE LOTTERY SWINDLERS. 


Congress Can Follew Lottery 
Companies te Express Offices. 
The Carson Tribune editorially 

says: The auti-lottery bill, which the 

President promptly signed, excludes 

the Louisiana Lottery absolutely from 

the mails. This is the next step in 
suppressing the use of interstate com- 
merce by the lottery company, but it 
is not the last which can be taken, 
and will be taken. If the lottery com- 
pany turns from the postoffice to the 


express companies for the transmission 
of its tickets and its receipts, Congress 
has full Constitutional power to follow 
the lottery company there. It can 
prohibit any express company from 
carrying a ticket or a money package 
for any lottery company across a State | 
line. Congress can prohibit any bank 
from cashing a draft from another 
State for a lottery company, for a 
draft is an instrument of int >rstat> 
commerce and absolut ly under the 
control of Cougress when it chcoses to 
exercise its power. 

This power will be exercised if the 
lottery company continues its foul 
work. Federal justice, the Louisiana 
Lottery Company may as well know, 
has come to stay. The company may 
here and there buy a State, corrupt a 
Legislature, or debauch the press of a 
great city, as it has in New Orleans. 
But it cannot buy the American peo- 
ple, it cannot elude Federal law, drug 
the conscience of the American people, 
cr debauch its press. Its doom is cer- 
tain, and Congress will go on passing 
law after law until this villiany is 


driven from our borders and its pollu-

SOME CURIOUS FACTS, . 
The Origin of Amber, Crystal and Pearls 
Expiained by an Expert. 

“Amber ts curious stuff,” said a col- 
lector of curios t a Washington Star 
reporter the other day. It 1s only com- 
paratively recently that its nature has 


deen known, and even at this day 22 


few seem to have any notion 
to what it fs in reality. The ancients 
regarded it as altogether mysterious and 
even magical. They found that it was 
rendered electrical by friction so as to 
attract light substances, and our word 
‘electricity’ comes from the Greek name 
for amber, which was lectron.“ A fa- 
vorite puzzic with them was how the 
insects so frequently found in amber 
came to be so situated. Not as a mod- 
ern poet has phrased it: 

—that the thing was ej wer rich or rare, 

But how the devil did it get there? 

I have myself seen a chunk of very 
transparent amber in which a small liz- 
ard with five legs was encased, looking 
as if it might have been alive yesterday, 
though, doubtiess, it had been dead for 
thousands of years. The mystery re- 
garding this sort of phenomenon is easi- 
ly enough explained when it is under- 
stood that- amber is actually the fossil 
gum of an extinct kind of cone-bearing 
tree. In the process of hardening it im- 
prisoned the flies and other creatures 
preserved in the chunks of it that are 
found to-day. It is discovered plenti- 
fully by digging in certain pa:ts of the 
great plains of North Germany, where 
the strange tree once flourished. It is 
also found in considerable quantities

forks with one prong, which were used | 
by princes and church dignitaries, it | 
was more valuable than gold then. Now | 


itis worth from $2 to $50 a pound, ac- 


cording to its quality. The most im- | 


portant use made of it is for meerschaum 
and other pipes. Meerschaum, by the 


way, is a material dug out of the earth | 


in Turkey; it comes in boxes holding 
fifty pounds, and valued at from $20 to 
$300. The dust and chips obtained from 
it in the process of manufacture are 
worked into pipes, this material being 
called ‘imitation meerschaum.” Amber 
dust is melted, and the product is what 
is sold as ‘amberine.’” 

“What a very beautiful sphere of 
crystal this is!“ said the newspaper man, 
takingin his hand a cool globe that 
looked like a huge dewdrop, which the 
collector handed him for examination. 

“Yes, that is a pretty specimen. I 
suppose you are aware of the theory en- 
tertained by the ancients regarding 
such rock crystal. They thought it was 
actually ice frozen to great density by 
duration of time, congealed beyond 
liquidation. Krystallos' in Greek 
means ice.“ The famous write on nat 
ural philosophy, Pliny, who wrote more 
facts that were not true than ever any 
man collected together before or since, 
says the crystalis undoubtedly water 
frozen by cold so inténse that nothing 
can melt it again. Roman ladies of 
that time were accustomed to carry 
such spheres as this one in their hands 
during hot weather for coolness. It 
was the thing also to have the material 
worked into wine jugs and other vessels. 
Nero had two drinking cups of crystal 
worth $3,000 each, and a crystal ladle 
also; but when he learned that he had 
lost his kingdom he broke them, lest 
they fall into the hands Of any one else. 
A crystal lens was employed in Rome to 
kindle the sacred vestal fire. Great 
care was taken not to put the crystal 
ware ina warm place for fear that it 
would melt. The most remarkable dis- 
covery of crystal on record was made in 
1867 above the Tiefen glacier by a party 
of tourists, a single cave in the granite 
yielding 1,000 crystals of from 50 to 100 
pounds weight.” 

“And what is this?” 

„That,“ replied the collector, “is a 
diminutive Chinese god, covered with a 
coat of pearl by a real pearl oyster. On 
such parts of the coast of the Flowery 
Kingdom as produce pearl oysters a 
regular business is often made of manu- 
facturing pearls artificially by intro- 
ducing into the shells of the live oysters 
foreign objects of various kinds. You 
doubtless know that the pearl is a mor- 
bid symptom inthe bivalve. A grain of 
sand or some such substance getting 
into the oyster produces irritation and 
the &nimal protects itself by covering 
the objectionable particle with coating 
after coating of its own pearly socre- 
tion. The interruption of light by the 
successive coats of which the pear! is 
formed in this way gives it its beautiful 
luster. Taking advantage of this habit 
of the pearl oyster the ingenious China- 
man pries it gently open and puts in 
whatever he likes, may be a little figure 
of a god like this. The oyster goes 
to work and covers it with pearl, until 
after a few months the {dol is a pear! 
idol.”
